To  the  Chairman  and  Members  S.IF.  Salop  Joint  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Cadies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1941. 
Owing  to  the  War  no  report  has  been  made  since  that  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1938,  and  therefore  there  will  be  found 
included  in  this  report  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  years  1939  and 
1940,  as  well  as  those  for  1941.  Reference  is  also  made  to  any 
matters  of  outstanding  interest  which  have  taken  place  as  regards 
the  public  health  in  your  area  during  the  years  since  the  publication 
of  the  last  report. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  vital  statistics  are  satisfacto^  when  compared  with  those 
for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  Birth-Rate  is  15.5  per  1,000  of 
the  population  and  the  Death-Rate  is  13.1  per  1,000.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  is  55  per  1,000  births,  the  corresponding  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  being  59.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is 
3.44  per  1,000  total  births  (live  and  still.) 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  no  serious  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease  in 
the  last  three  years.  Scarlet  Fever  cases  numbered  78  in  1941. 
Of  these  cases,  22  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  No 
deaths  have  occurred  from  this  disease  during  the  three  years 
1939,  1940,  and  1941. 

Cases  of  Diphtheria  numbered  61  in  1941,  compared  with 
11  and  55  cases  in  1939  and  1940  respectively.  The  chief  pre¬ 
valence  in  1941  was  in  Much  Wenlock,  M.B.  (25  cases),  Atcham  R.D. 
(20  cases),  and  Clun  R.D.  (14  cases). 

Fifty-nine  of  the  61  cases  were  sent  to  hospital.  There  were  no 
deaths  in  1941  from  Diphtheria. 

Immunization  of  the  child  population  against  this  disease  is 
being  continued  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  hope  that  at  least 
75%  of  the  children  under  15  years  of  age  will  be  protected  by 
the  end  of  this  year  if  possible.  At  present  (September,  1942)  the 
figure  in  this  area  is  52%  of  all  children  under  15  years  of  age.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  is  245, 
of  which  145  are  pulmonary  cases  and  100  are  non-pul monary. 
The  deaths  in  1941  numbered  21  and  the  death-rate  showed  a 
slight  increase  over  the  rate  for  the  years  before  the  War.  This 
increase  in  the  death-rate  is  being  met  with  in  the  country  as  a 
whole  and  is  not  unexpected  as  it  is  known  that  in  war-time  the 
death-rate  from  tuberculosis  tends  to  increase. 

Schemes  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  County  Council  but  the  prevention  of  the  disease,  as 
of  other  infectious  diseases,  is  still  the  duty  of  the  local  authorities. 
It  is,  perhaps,  the  preventive  aspect  of  the  fight  against  tuber¬ 
culosis  which  has  received  least  attention  as  most  of  the  expenditure 
in  fighting  the  disease  has  been  incurred  in  schemes  of  treatment 
rather  than  of  prevention.  It  is  true  that  by  adequate  treatment 
schemes  the  mortality  from  the  disease  can  be,  and  has  been, 
diminished,  but  until  more  attention  is  paid  to  the  prevention  of 
new  cases  it  is  probable  that  we  shall  continue  to  witness  each  year 
the  influx  of  newly  notified  cases. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  in  the  whole  area  in  1941  was 
forty- nine,  and  the  number  of  deaths  was  twenty-one.  Of  these 
numbers,  thirty-three  new  cases  were  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  fourteen  of  the  deaths. 

One  of  the  ways  in  which  a  local  authority  can  help  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  this  disease  is  by  helping  in  the  re-housing  of  over¬ 
crowded  tubercular  families.  It  is  essential  that  a  patient  suffering 
from  ‘open’  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  should  have  a  bedroom  to 
himself  and  this  is  somethiug  to  be  aimed  at  in  the  future.  The 
provision  of  expensive  treatment  schemes  are  of  small  avail  if  there 
are  still  infectious  cases  living  at  home  and  sharing  a  room  or  often 
even  a  bed  with  another  member  of  the  family.  In  this  way 
several  members  of  a  family  can  be  infected  one  after  another.  If 
we  are  to  decrease  the  incidence  of  this  disease,  among  the  important 
points  are  : — 

(a)  Education  of  the  public  as  to  its  being  an  infectious 

disease. 

( b )  Isolation  of  those  cases  who  have  'open’  tuberculosis  of 

the  lungs.  This  may  be  done  either  by  isolation  at 

home  or  in  institutions  as  may  be  possible. 

(c)  Re-housing  of  tubercular  families  who  are  living  in  over¬ 

crowded  conditions. 
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(d)  Adequate  provision  of  proper  food  for  all  contacts  as  well 

as  patients,  as  it  is  to  the  individual's  powers  of  re¬ 
sistance  to  the  disease  that  we  must  look  if  we  hope  to 
lessen  the  incidence  of  new  cases. 

(e)  Safe-guarding  of  the  IVlilk  Supply — which  can  best  be 

done  by  the  more  general  use  of  Pasteurized  milk  for 
children  and  young  adults. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

In  rural  areas  the  number  and  variety  of  water  supplies  makes 
their  supervision  and  control  a  much  more  difficult  problem  than 
in  a  town  where  there  is  one  main  supply  which  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  and  control  of  a  Water  Engineer  whose  special  work  it  is. 

In  the  future  it  may  be  that  country  districts  will  be  supplied 
with  water  through  larger  water  schemes  which  will  give  the 
inhabitants  a  more  adequate  supply  and  one  which  can  be  more 
easily  controlled  as  regards  purity  than  a  great  number  of  small 
supplies.  In  the  Atcham  R.D.  two  examples  of  such  supplies  have 
been  inaugurated  in  the  last  few  years,  the  Pimhill  and  West 
Atcham  supplies.  The  former  was  opened  in  the  early  part  of 
1938  and  the  latter  in  October,  1940,  and  details  of  the  schemes 
will  be  found  in  the  report.  (Section  C.) 

In  the  rural  districts  it  is  common  to  have  complaints  of  shortage 
of  water  in  the  autumn  and  this  is  especially  so  in  the  case  of  the 
smaller  supplies.  In  some  such  cases  a  restriction  of  the  amount 
of  water  consumed  is  sufficient  to  tide  over  the  shortage  until  such 
times  as  the  supply  is  adequate  again.  In  other  cases,  however, 
it  has  been  known  for  many  years  that  the  water  supply  has  been 
insufficient  due  to  an  increased  demand  or  other  causes,  and  the 
matter  has  been  deferred  continually.  Such  a  state  of  affairs  is 
inexcusable  as  a  pure  and  sufficient  water  supply  is  an  essential  to 
any  community  and  not  a  luxury. 

The  building  of  new  and  more  modern  houses  with  water  laid  on 
and  water  carriage  systems  of  sewage  disposal  tends  to  increase 
the  amount  of  water  used  and  this  must  be  kept  in  mind  when 
building  or  improvement  schemes  are  projected. 

With  regard  to  purity  of  supplies,  this  is  sometimes  apt  to  be 
taken  for  granted  in  this  country,  and  it  is  forgotten  that  constant 
vigilance  is  required  if  the  high  standard  of  water  supplied  through 
public  supplies  is  to  be  maintained.  The  comparative  freedom 
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from  serious  water  borne  epidemic  diseases  which  this  country  has 
enjoyed,  with  few  exceptions,  for  many  years,  has  only  been  made 
possible  by  the  great  care  taken  with  regard  to  water  supplies. 
A  high  standard  of  purity  is  required  and  rightly  so,  as  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  any  lowering  of  the  standard  might  result  in  outbreaks 
of  disease  entailing  loss  of  life,  such  as  were  in  former  times  only 
too  common. 


Particulars  regarding  progress  made  in  Plousing  will  be  found 
in  Section  D  of  the  report.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  building  of 
new  houses  by  the  Councils  has  practically  ceased,  as  also  has  work 
under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926. 

It  is  contemplated  that  when  times  become  normal  large  housing 
schemes  will  be  commenced  both  in  urban  and  rural  areas  as  the 
demand  for  houses  will  be  very  great  indeed. 

The  Government  have  appointed  committees  to  consider  and 
report  on  the  whole  question  of  future  policy  as  regards  housing 
and  the  reports  of  these  committees  are  at  present  under  con¬ 
sideration. 


The  report  this  year  is  a  combined  one  covering  the  five  districts 
in  South  West  Salop.  The  essential  vital  statistics  for  each  area 
are  shown  separately  and  also  particulars  of  such  important  matters 
as  water  supplies,  housing,  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  food 
inspection,  etc.,  etc.  This  not  only  allows  a  general  view  to  be 
taken  of  the  area  as  a  whole,  but  also  gives  an  opportunity  to 
compare  statistics  and  progress  in  the  various  districts.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  South-West  Salop  United  Districts  consist  of  the  following 
separate  districts  which  are  combined  for  the  purpose  of  having 
one  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : —

The  area  is  a  widely  scattered  one  and  is  approximately  300,000 
acres  in  extent  with  a  population  of  nearly  50,000. 

Most  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged  in  agriculture  or  in  some 
trade  connected  with  it,  but  there  are  a  few  areas  which  are  urban 
in  character  and  in  which  there  are  industries  carried  on  which 
employ  a  certain  proportion  of  the  inhabitants. 

Some  parts  of  the  districts  are  very  sparsely  inhabited — e.g.  in 
the  Clun  R.D.  but  generally  speaking  it  may  be  said  that  the 
population  is  dispersed  in  small  towns  and  villages  throughout 
the  area. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  very  little  unemployment  in  the 


area  and  the  vital  statistics  compare 
country  as  a  whole.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  combined  area  was 
796  which  gives  a  birth-rate  of  15.5  per  1,000  of  the  populati  § 
(England  and  Wales  =  14.2). 

The  highest  rate  was  in  Much  Wenlock  (16.6)  and  the  lowest  in 
Church  Stretton  (11.2). 

The  figures  for  1939  were  : —  Births  =  710.  B.Rate  =  15.3 
and  for  1940  Births  =  839.  B.Rate  =  17.5 

Deaths. 

The  total  deaths  numbered  677  and  this  gives  a  ‘crude’  death- 
rate  of  13.1  per  1,000  of  the  population  (England  &  Wales  =12.9). 

The  highest  rate  was  in  Much  Wenlock  (14.3)  and  the  lowest  in 
Church  Stretton  (10.8). 

Natural  Increase  of  Population. 

The  number  of  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  119. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  infants  dying  in  1941  who  were  under  the 
age  of  one  year  was  44.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
of  55  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  figures  for  1939  were  : —  Deaths  =  24 

I.M.R.  =  34 

The  figures  for  1940  were  : —  Deaths  =  36 

I.M.R.  ==  43 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  infant  deaths  have  increased 
considerably  in  the  three  years  and  the  rate  has  gone  up  from 
34  to  55  per  1,000  births.  In  the  country  generally  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  has  also  increased  in  the  last  three  years,  the  figures 
for  England  and  Wales  being  50,  55  and  59.  The  reasons  for  this 
increase  in  mortality  among  these  young  infants  are  not  very  clear 
as  there  has  been  no  lessening  of  the  efforts  being  made  to  still 
further  reduce  the  loss  of  child  life.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
Staff. 

The  Public  Health  Staff  consists  of  one  Medical  Officer  of  PXealth 
for  the  combined  districts,  two  full-time  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and 
three  part-time  Inspectors  who  also  hold  the  post  of  Surveyor  to 
their  respective  Councils.

Dr.  M.  Gepp  resigned  his  appointment  on  31st  October,  1941, 
and  retired  on  pension  after  more  than  forty  years  service. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Donaldson-Hudson  Pathological  ^Laboratories  were  opened 
on  June  16th,  1941,  and  undertake  all  types  of  pathological  examin¬ 
ations  and  also  chemical  examinations  of  water,  milk  and  sewage. 

Full  use  has  been  made  of  the  Laboratories  since  they  were 
opened,  and  I  should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  Dr.  A.  J.  Rhodes 
and  his  Staff  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  co-operated  with  the 
Health  Department. 

Formerly  it  was  necessary  to  send  specimens  out  of  the  county 
for  analysis,  etc.,  but  now  this  work  can  be  carried  out  at  the 
laboratory  attached  to  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Two  motor  ambulances  are  owned  by  the  County  Council  and 
one  of  these  is  stationed  at  a  garage  in  Shrewsbury,  the  other  at 
Berrington  Hospital.  The  former  is  available  for  the  conveyance 
of  cases  from  any  part  of  the  County  to  hospital  and  is  used  also 
for  infectious  cases,  in  which  latter  cases  it  is  disinfected  before 
being  used  again. 

There  is  also  an  Ambulance  at  the  Lady  Forester  Hospital,  Much 
Wenlock.  At  Bishop’s  Castle  a  motor  van  and  a  stretcher  are 
available  and  are  kept  at  a  local  garage. 

The  ambulance  at  the  County  Council  Hospital,  Berrington,  is 
used  chiefly  for  the  conveyance  of  cases  to  that  institution  but  is 
available  elsewhere  if  required.  In  addition,  there  is  at  the  hospital 
a  converted  ambulance  used  as  a  staff  van,  which  can  be  used  as  an 
ambulance  if  necessary. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home. 

This  is  undertaken  by  the  Nurses  of  the  Rocal  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tions  which  are  affiliated  to  the  Shropshire  Nursing  Federation. 
Details  of  the  work  carried  on  in  the  various  districts  will  be  found 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Federation. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

School  Clinics  and  Welfare  Centres  are  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Health  Department.  The  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  at 
Iron-bridge  and  Church  Stretton.  In  June,  1942,  a  new  combined 
School  Clinic  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre  was  opened  at  Bishop’s 
Castle  and  this  should  prove  of  great  value  to  the  community  as  a 
centre  where  advice  can  be  obtained  on  all  matters  affecting  the 
health  of  children.  It  is  open  on  the  first  and  third  Fridays  of 
each  month.

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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

In  such  a  scattered  rural  area  with  numerous  small  towns  the 
problems  connected  with  water  supply  are  varied  and  important. 
In  addition  to  the  public  supplies  in  the  area  there  are  also  numerous 
private  supplies,  estate  supplies  and  public  and  private  wells. 

The  safeguarding  of  the  water  supply  in  any  community  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  and  a  great  amount  of  the  time  of  a  health 
department  in  rural  districts  is  taken  up  with  the  examination  of 
sources  of  supply,  submitting  samples  for  analysis,  etc.,  etc.  The 
increased  interest  in  and  importance  of  pure  milk  has  of  late  years 
brought  about  increased  interest  regarding  the  water  supplies  at 
farms,  as  it  is  recognised  that  adequate  cooling  of  milk  is  essential 
if  it  is  to  have  good  keeping  qualities.  To  have  satisfactory  cooling 
one  must  have  an  adequate  water  supply  and,  in  addition,  the 
cleansing  of  utensils,  etc.,  demands  that  the  water  supply  should  be 
of  a  satisfactory  standard  as  regards  cleanliness. 

Many  farms  depend  solely  on  shallow  wells  for  their  water  and 
in  many  cases  the  water  is  far  from  satisfactory  both  as  regards 
quantity  and  quality.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  in  the 
future,  if  milk  supplies  are  to  be  improved  as  to  keeping  qualities, 
there  will  probably  have  to  be  great  extensions  as  regards  rural 
water  supplies  and  schemes  such  as  the  one  in  West  Atcham  will 
have  to  be  inaugurated  so  that  every  farm  at  which  milk  is  produced 
can  be  sure  of  having  a  pure  and  adequate  supply  of  water. 

It  is  a  most  difficult  thing  to  convince  people  that  an  existing 
water  (which  may  have  been  in  use  for  many  years  without  causing 
sickness)  is  a  potentially  dangerous# one.  The  standard  set  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  is  a  high  one  and  this  is  necessary.  Pollution 
by  sewage  in  itself  may  not  cause  ill-health  even  over  a  long  period 
of  years,  but  a  water  thus  polluted  may  at  any  time  become  highly 
injurious  and  cause  a  severe  epidemic  of  one  or  other  of  the  water 
borne  diseases,  e.g.  typhoid  fever. 

In  the  following  notes  attention  is  drawn  to  the  chief  points  of 
interest  which  have  arisen  with  regard  to  water  supplies  in  the 
different  areas  during  the  years  under  review. 
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Atcham  Rural  District. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  R.  Sockett,  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to 
the  Atcham  R.D.C.  for  the  following  notes  on  the  Pimhill  and  West 
Atcham  water  schemes. 

"The  Pimhill  water  supply  has  continued  to  operate  satis¬ 
factorily. 

During  1939—5,500,000  gallons  were  pumped  to  service.

At  the  end  of  1941  there  were  161  conduit  supplies,  102  water 
supplies  laid  on  to  properties,  of  which  51  were  trade  supplies. 

The  West  Atcham  Water  Supply  was  brought  into  use  in  October, 
1940.  The  new  water  mains  and  reservoirs  were  given  treatment 
with  chlorine  before  being  brought  into  use.  The  water  mains  at 
Bicton  and  Ford  were  brought  into  use  as  soon  as  they  were  com¬ 
pleted  in  July,  1939,  and  water  was  supplied  from  the  Pimhill 
Supply. 

The  supply  from  the  pumping  station  at  Ford  is  from  bore-holes 
in  Bunter  sand-stone.  The  bore-holes  are  400  feet  deep.  The 
water  at  source  is  a  clear  sparkling  water  with  a  high  degree  of 
organic  purity.  The  water  is  a  hard  one,  having  28  degrees  of 
hardness  of  which  1  part  is  permanent  hardness. 

The  West  Atcham  system  of  supply  is  divided  into  high  level 
and  low  level  sections,  and  the  capacity  of  the  pumping  plant  is 
16,000  gallons  per  hour  when  delivering  to  both  sections,  the 
maximum  capacity  of  the  high  level  section  alone  being  13,500 
gallons  per  hour. 

During  1941 — 23,000,000  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  to 
service  from  this  pumping  station,  of  which  total  18,500,000  gallons 
were  delivered  into  the  high  level  section  of  the  scheme. 

At  the  end  of  1941  there  were  641  conduit  supplies  on  the  West 
Atcham  Supply,  245  water  supplies  laid  on  to  premises,  of  which 
69  were  trade  supplies. 

Extensions  were  considered  to  the  water  mains  of  this  system, 
but  war  conditions  have  prevented  any  work  being  carried  out.” 
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The  following  are  the  results  of  Bacteriological  and  Chemical 
examinations  of  water  samples  taken  at  the  bore-hole  at  Ford 
Pumping  Station  on  3rd  February,  1942.

The  above  reports  show  this  water  to  be  of  a  very  high  standard 
of  purity. 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  at  certain  points  of  the 
West  Atcham  System  due  to  action  of  the  water  on  the  pipes. 
This  led  to  discoloration  of  the  water  at  such  points,  due  to  excessive 
iron  being  present.  Flushing  of  the  pipes  at  the  ‘dead  ends’ 
concerned  is  now  being  carried  out  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  may 
bring  about  an  improvement. 
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Bishop  s  Castle,  M.B. 

The  water  supply  to  the  town  is  obtained  from  upland  gathering 
grounds  five  miles  from  the  town  and  2J  miles  due  west  from 
Mainstone.  The  reservoir  is  not  in  use  at  present  and  the  water 
is  piped  directly  to  the  two  filter  beds  at  the  Cabin,  just  above  the 
town. 

The  supply  is  adequate  in  normal  weather,  and  it  was  only 
necessaty  to  restrict  the  use  of  water  for  five  days  in  1940  and  for 
six  days  in  1941.  In  1939  work  was  being  carried  out  on  the  mains 
and  water  was  restricted  for  varying  periods  during  the  summer 
months  during  the  hours  9  p.m.  to  7  a.m. 

The  Surveyor  reports  that  in  May,  1940,  it  was  decided  to  instal 
chlorination  plant  as  unsatisfactory  reports  had  been  obtained  on 
the  water,  but  this  was  not  proceeded  with.  A  sample  of  water 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  in  May,  1942,  was 
satisfactory. 

In  view  of  the  isolated  location  of  the  gathering  grounds  the 
likelihood  of  the  water  being  contaminated  is  small,  but  it  is 
essential  that  samples  of  the  supply  should  be  periodically  tested 
bacteriologically. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Surveyor  (Mr.  H.  Fongden)  for  the  following 
figures  regarding  the  filter  beds.,  etc.

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The  filter  beds  are  dealing  with  more  than  30,000  gallons  of 
water  per  day,  whereas  at  the  optimum  rate  of  1J  gallons  per 
Square  foot  per  hour  they  should  only  be  dealing  with  13,000 
gallons  per  day  (24  hours).  It  is  therefore  obvious  that  the  area 
of  the  filter  beds  is  insufficient  to  ensure  adequate  filtration. 

The  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  approximately  500,000  gallons 
and  it  is  situated  at  Maesgwyn,  about  1,200  feet  above  sea  level. 
The  service  tank  at  the  Cabin  into  which  the  water  flows  after 
being  filtered,  has  a  capacity  of  85,557  gallons  and  is  800  feet 
above  sea  level. 

A  sample  of  the  unfiltered  water  entering  the  filter  beds  was 
taken  on  the  23rd  April,  1942,  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  with  the  following  results.

The  above  report  shows  the  sample  to  be  a  satisfactory  one  as 

regards  the  suitability  of  the  water  for  drinking  purposes. 

After  the  present  emergency  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  scheme  may 
be  considered  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  size  of  the  filter  beds 
combined  with  the  chlorination  of  the  water. 


Church  Stretton. 

The  Surveyor  reports  that  there  has  been  no  shortage  of  water 
during  the  last  three  years.  Church  Stretton  and  Little  Stretton 
are  supplied  by  the  main  supply  and  All  Stretton  by  water  which 
is  supplied  by  a  local  water  company. 

Both  supplies  are  kept  under  supervision  and  the  water  in  each 
case  is  chlorinated.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  are 
made  every  three  months  and  the  results  are  satisfactory,  if  the 
chlorination  has  been  efficient. 

Renewal  of  water  mains,  to  the  extent  of  682  yards,  was  carried 
out  in  Trevor  Hill,  Stanyeld  Road,  Churchway  and  The  Square,  in 
the  year  1939. 

A  regular  and  sustained  inspection,  averaging  some  200  inspec¬ 
tions  per  month,  is  kept  up  for  the  location  and  elimination  of 
waste.

Clun  Rural  District. 

In  this  large  rural  area  there  are  a  few  public  water  supplies, 
some  estate  supplies  which  in  some  cases  also  supply  small  villages 
or  groups  of  houses  in  addition  to  the  farms  and  other  houses  on 
the  estate  concerned,  and  the  districts  not  covered  by  either  of 
the  above  schemes  obtain  water  from  private  wells  and  springs. 

In  the  summer  and  autumn  complaints  are  from  time  to  time 
received  of  shortness  of  water  in  some  of  the  districts  and  in  some 
cases  emergency  measures  such  as  carting  water  to  the  houses 
affected  has  had  to  be  resorted  to.  Clun  has  experienced  such  a 
shortage  and  some  of  the  houses  at  the  higher  parts  of  the  town 
have  had  difficulty  in  getting  sufficient  water  this  autumn  (1942). 
It  is  hoped  that  an  additional  source  of  supply  may  be  found  to 
augment  the  present  supply  from  the  two  springs.  Chirbury  also 
experienced  a  shortage.  The  supply  here  is  an  estate  one  and 
there  has  undoubtedly  been  an  increased  consumption  of  water 
on  the  farms  which  are  on  the  supply  and  this  has  accounted  in 
part  for  the  shortage.  An  analysis  of  this  water  was  made  and  it 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes.  A  full  report 
was  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  on  this  supply  and  certain 
recommendations  made  with  a  view  to  securing  for  the  village  an 
adequate  supply.  (28th  November,  1941). 
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It  is  hoped  that  a  survey  of  the  numerous  water  supplies  in  the 
area  will  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  is  possible  and  included  in  a 
future  report  so  that  there  may  be  available  a  complete  record  of 
supplies  in  the  area  together  with  details  of  their  sufficiency  and 
purity.

The  supply  to  the  Madeley  and  Broseley  Wards  from  the  deep 
wells  at  Harrington  has  been  well  maintained. 

At  Much  Wenlock  a  constant  supply  has  been  obtained  from  the 
wells  at  Abbey  Springs  and  Station  Road.  Samples  are  examined 
bacteriologically  each  quarter  and  the  reports  are  satisfactory. 

At  Rittle  Wenlock  there  is  a  private  supply  from  a  spring  and 
this  has  been  adequate  during  the  }^ears  under  review. 

With  regard  to  the  rural  districts  of  the  Borough,  the  Inspector 
(Mr.  C.  J.  Thomas)  reports  that  there  has  been  no  complaints  of 
shortage  of  water.

SEWERS  AND  DRAINAGE.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL,  ETC. 

ATCHAR/I,  R.D. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Sockett,  Surveyor  and  Engineer,  reports  as  follows. 

“  During  the  three  years  1939,  1940  and  1941,  no  extensions  to 
sewers  in  the  district  have  been  made  and  the  existing  sewers  and 
disposal  plants  have  been  maintained.  The  need  for  a  system  of 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Bayston  Hill  continues — a 
matter  already  recognised  by  the  Council — but  the  expenditure 
has  not  been  possible  under  present  circumstances.” 

Mr.  Sockett  also  reports  with  regard  to  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  house  refuse  as  follows  : — - 

“  Fortnightly  collections  of  household  refuse  have  been  main¬ 
tained  with  the  exception  of  a  period  at  the  end  of  1941,  when  a 
four  weekly  collection  was  made  with  the  object  of  helping  the 
collection  of  salvage.  This  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Refuse 
has  been  disposed  of  by  tipping  as  previously. 

The  separation  and  sale  of  salvaged  material  from  household 
refuse  was  commenced  in  April,  1940,  and  during  1940  materials 
to  the  value  of  £425  were  sold.  During  1941  the  value  of  the 
material  sold  was  /340.”

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CHURCH  STRETTON. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Marsh  reports  : — 

“  Preliminary  work  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  a 
scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  villages  of  All  Stretton  and  Little 
vStretton  and  for  modernizing  the  existing  disposal  works  dealing 
with  the  sewage  of  Church  Stretton,  was  done  prior  to  the  outbreak 
of  war,  but  the  scheme  remains  in  abeyance  at  present. 

No  extensions  to  the  existing  sewers  were  made  during  the  years 
under  review. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  on  a  site  owned  by  the 
Council  and  adjoining  the  sewage  disposal  works.” 

The  Surveyor  also  states  that  some  pollution  of  the  streams 
traversing  the  villages  of  All  Stretton  and  Little  Stretton  still 
takes  place,  due  to  the  absence  of  public  sewers  in  these  villages. 


BISHOP  S  CASTLE. 

Mr.  II .  Longden  reports  that  no  extensions  to  the  sewers  have 
been  made.  The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  been  efficiently 
maintained  and  with  the  exception  of  minor  repairs  and  adjust¬ 
ments,  have  required  only  routine  attention. 

House  refuse  collection  is  weekly  by  private  motor  lorry.  The 
refuse  is  tipped  at  the  old  quarry  at  Moat  Hill. 


MUCH  WENLOCK. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Thomas  reports  that  in  1941,  38  new  W.C's.  were 
connected  up  to  sewers,  and  of  these  25  were  provided  in  factories 
in  the  district.  75  }mrds  of  new  sewer  were  laid  in  Broseley  Wood, 

In  the  Madeley  Ward  the  removal  of  night-soil  and  house 
refuse  is  carried  out  by  contract,  the  refuse  being  collected  weekly 
and  the  night-soil  is  removed  on  application  being  made  by 
occupiers. 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  in  the  Broseley  Ward  and 
at  Much  Wenlock  a  weekl)7  collection  is  also  made. 

No  complaints  were  received  as  regards  pollution  of  streams 
or  as  to  smoke  nuisances. 


SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 

At  the  present  time  little  or  no  progress  is  being  made  with 
regard  to  the  building  of  new  houses  under  the  various  Housing 
Acts,  but  the  time  will  come  when  this  matter  will  be  able  to  receive 
the  attention  of  all  local  authorities. 

Among  the  problems  which  have  to  be  met  are  the  following  : — - 

1 .  The  ascertainment  and  demolition  of  houses  which  are  unfit 
to  live  in  and  which  cannot  be  made  fit  at  a  reasonable  cost. 
With  this  has  to  be  considered  the  re- housing  of  displaced 
families. 

2.  The  ascertainment  of  houses  which  are  defective  in  one  or 
more  respects  but  which  can  be  made  fit  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

3.  The  abatement  of  over-crowding. 

The  extent  of  this  in  each  area  was  ascertained  in  1936. 

4.  The  re -housing  in  suitable  houses  of  families  in  which  there 
is  one  or  more  cases  of  open  tuberculosis  and  who  are  found 
to  be  living  in  unsatisfactory  houses  or  in  over-crowded 
conditions.

In  this  district  the  Inspector  reports  that  there  is  still  a  shortage 
of  houses  for  the  agricultural  population  and  that  no  grants  have 
been  made  under  the  Acts  dealing  with  housing  of  rural  workers 
during  1940  and  1941.  In  1939,  16  grants  were  made  and  improve¬ 
ments  were  completed  in  25  houses.  In  1940,  the  number  of  houses 
in  which  improvements  were  completed  was  10,  and  the  total 
number  of  houses  now  dealt  with  under  these  Acts  is  253. 

The  Council's  Housing  programme  has  been  suspended  owing  to 
present  conditions,  but  14  houses  have  been  completed — four  at 
Uppington,  six  at  Cound  Moor,  and  four  at  Rushton.

The  Council  now  own  48  houses  in  the  Borough  out  of  a  total  of 
396  houses.  Of  the  total  number  of  houses,  378  have  water  laid 
on  and,  in  addition,  12  farms. 


CHURCH  STRETTON. 

Mr.  E-  J.  Marsh,  Surveyor,  reports  that  at  31/12/41  the  Council 
owned  54  houses.  No  applications  were  received  for  grants  under 
the  Housing  (Rural  Workers’  Act  1926),  during  the  years  1939, 
1940  or  1941.  No  cases  of  over-crowding  were  reported  nor  was 
it  necessary  to  disinfect  any  house. 

No  Council  Houses  were  completed  in  the  three  years  under 
review.

There  is  a  demand  for  houses  in  the  Borough  and  this  is  especialfy 
so  in  the  more  urban  districts,  such  as  Madeley,  Broseley  and 
Wenlock.  Extensive  repairs  were  carried  out  on  60  houses  during 
1941,  after  informal  notices  had  been  served  by  the  Inspector. 
Mr.  Thomas  reports  that  50  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council 
during  the  three  years  1939 — -1941,  and  that  the  Council  has  now 
built  518  houses  out  of  4,000  in  the  Borough. 

Three  cases  of  over-crowding  were  reported  and  were  abated, 
and  2  Council  and  3  other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
bed-bugs  and  were  disinfected.

Samples  of  tinned  food  stuffs  have  been  surrendered  from  time 
to  time.

The  number  of  producers  on  the  register  at  31-12-41  was  18. 
There  are  no  dairies  or  milk-shops  in  the  district.  Inspections  of 
cow-sheds,  etc.  numbered  94  and  19  defects  were  found.

Milk. 

The  number  of  sellers  of  T.T.  milk  in  the  district  in  1941  was  16, 
and  there  were  73  sellers  of  Accredited  milk. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  inspection  of  meat  has  practically  ceased  as  slaughtering 
takes  place  in  a  central  abattoir  at  Shrewsbury.  In  1939  the 
carcases  of  16  pigs  were  condemned  owing  to  tuberculosis,  and  three 
other  pig  carcases  were  also  condemned.  In  addition  the  carcases 
of  two  cattle  were  found  to  be  tubercular  and  were  seized.  Parts 
of  16  cattle  and  21  pigs  were  also  seized  as  being  tubercular. 
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A  total  of  13  carcases  and  75  parts  from  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs 
were  also  condemned  for  reasons  other  than  tuberculosis. 

In  1940,  3  sheep,  7  pigs  and  29  pigs  heads  were  condemned. 
In  1941,  90  lbs.  of  tinned  corned  beef,  12  tins  of  evaporated  milk, 
and  11  carcases  of  pigs  were  condemned,  and  also  23  pigs  heads.

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  any  infectious  disease  during 
the  year.  No  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  or  Small-Pox  were  notified. 


Diphtheria  has  shown  an  increased  number  of  cases  in  1940  and 
1941,  but  the  rate  is  lower  than  that  of  the  country  generally. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  most  prevalent  in  the  Atcham 
R.D.  and  the  Clun  R.D.,  but  only  one  case  was  fatal. 
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Notes  on  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  following  notes  cover  the  }^ears  1939 — 1941  (inclusive)  and 
reference  is  made  to  any  undue  prevalence  of  any  infectious  disease 
during  these  years. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  in  the  three  y ears  has  been  50, 
32  and  78.  There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  in  any  of  the 
districts  and  the  cases  have  been  of  a  mild  type.  In  1941  out  of 
78  cases  notified,  52  were  from  the  Atcham  R.D.  Of  these 
cases  22  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Out  of  a  total  of  160  cases  notified  in  the  three  years,  60  cases 
or  37%  wTere  admitted  to  hospital.  During  the  same  period  there 
have  been  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Diphtheria. 

Cases  notified  numbered  11,  55,  and  61  in  the  three  years  under 
review.  The  increase  in  1940  was  due  to  a  sharp  outbreak  in  the 
Atcham  R.D.  where  48  cases  were  notified  out  of  a  total  of  55 
in  the  whole  area. 

Of  these  48  cases,  43  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There  were 
2  deaths. 

Of  the  61  cases  in  1941,  20  were  in  Atcham,  R.D.,  25  in  Much 
Wenlock,  M.B.,  14  in  Clun,  R.D.,  and  2  in  Church  Stretton.  There 
were  no  deaths  among  these  61  cases.  59  of  them  were  admitted 
to  hospital. 

Taking  a  total  number  of  127  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  in 
the  three  years,  114  of  these  were  admitted  to  hospital  which  equals 
90%.  This  is  satisfactory  as  it  cannot  be  too  strongly  insisted 
that  these  cases  should  receive  treatment  in  an  Isolation  Hospital, 
not  only  with  a  view  to  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  among 
others,  but  also  to  ensure  that  the  patients  get  proper  nursing  which 
is  so  important  in  this  disease. 

The  number  of  deaths  among  the  127  cases  was  3,  which  is  a  case 
mortality  rate  of  2.4%. 

Figures  regarding  the  immunization  of  children  against  this 
disease  are  given  later  on  in  this  section  of  the  report. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  disease  became  notifiable,  along  with  Measles,  in  November, 
1939.  In  1940,  191  cases  were  notified,  the  chief  incidence  being 
in  Atcham  R.D.  (115  cases)  and  Clun  R.D.  (56  cases). 
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In  1941,  260  cases  were  notified.  (Clun,  R.D.  116,  and  Atcham, 
R.D.  115). 

Three  deaths  have  taken  place  from  Whooping  Cough  in  the 
three  year  period.  It  is  not  usual  to  admit  these  cases  to  hospital, 
but  7  have  been  treated  in  1941. 


Measles. 

180  cases  were  notified  in  1940,  of  which  number  127  were  in 
Atcham,  R.D.  and  42  in  Clun,  R.D. 

482  cases  were  notified  in  1941,  the  chief  prevalence  being  in 
Atcham  (328),  Clun  (70)  and  Much  Wenlock  (60). 


Among  the  697  cases  notified  in  three  years  there  was  only 
1  death  (in  1939),  giving  a  case  mortality  of  0.14%. 

One  case  of  measles  was  removed  to  Hospital  in  1941.

Of  the  above  cases  4  of  typhoid  and  3  of  para-typhoid  were 
admitted  to  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  either  disease. 

The  cases  were  scattered  throughout  the  areas  and  there  was  no 
epidemic  in  'any  particular  area. 


Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

Eleven  cases  were  notified  and  four  deaths  took  place  from  this 
disease  in  the  three  years. 

Encephalitis  was  the  cause  of  5  deaths  and  Influenza  of  53  deaths 
in  the  same  period. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

The  protection  of  the  child  population  against  Diphtheria  has 
been  continued  and  progress  has  been  made  in  this  work  in  all  the 
districts. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  now  require  a  return,  showing  the 
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progress  of  immunisation,  to  be  made  every  six  months  and  the 
following  figures  show  the  position  in  South-West  Salop  : —

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of  children 
protected  who  are  aged  under  five  years  has  been  more  than 
doubled  in  nine  months  and  that,  in  the  same  period,  the  percentage 
of  children  protected  aged  5—15  years  has  gone  up  from  37  % 
to  61%. 

While  this  progress  is  good,  there  is  need  for  continued  effort 
to  raise  the  number  of  those  protected  still  further.  It  has  been 
found  that  not  until  the  percentage  of  all  children  under  15  years 
of  age  protected  has  reached  75%  or  80%  is  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  diminished  in  a  community. 

The  protection  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  is  of  great 
importance  as  these  children  are  very  susceptible  to  the  disease 
and  in  them  it  is  very  commonly  fatal.  It  is  therefore  essential 
that  special  efforts  be  made  during  the  next  year  to  increase  the 
numbers  protected  both  at  this  age  and  among  the  children  who  are 
of  school  age. 

It  will  indeed  be  a  triumph  for  preventive  medicine  in  this 
country  if  Diphtheria  can  be  controlled  and  removed  from  its 
position  as  the  chief  cause  of  death  among  children  aged  from 
three  to  ten  years. 

Until  the  month  of  May,  1942,  the  scheme  for  immunising  the 
children  has  been  that  the  District  Council  concerned  has  made 
arrangements  with  the  general  practitioners  to  carry  out  the  work 
either  at  the  Schools  on  a  sessional  basis  or  at  the  doctors’  surgeries, 
and  in  each  case  the  rate  of  remuneration  has  been  that  agreed 
upon  by  the  British  Medical  Association  and  the  representatives 
of  Local  Authorities. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Salop  County  Council  is  the  Education 
Authority  and  also  the  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Authority  in 
all  the  districts  comprising  the  South-West  Salop  area,  it  has  been 
decided  this  year  (1942)  that  the  County  Medical  Department  will 
co-operate  in  the  work  of  protecting  the  children  both  of  school 
age  and  under.  In  this  way  the  valuable  help  of  all  the  County 
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Health  Officials  will  be  used  to  further  the  work.  Parents  will  be 
asked  to  have  their  children  protected  when  the  latter  reach  their 
first  birthday  and  again  on  their  entering  school  at  the  age  of  five 
years.  In  the  Welfare  Centres  also,  at  Ironbridge,  Church  Stretton 
and  Bishop’s  Castle,  the  mothers  attending  will  have  the  advantages 
of  having  their  younger  children  protected  explained  to  them.

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  which  require  to  be  sent  to  hospital 
are  removed  to  the  Shrewsbury  &  Atcham  Joint  Hospital  at 
Monkmoor,  Shrewsbury.  The  ambulance  from  Shrewsbury  is 
sent  to  convey  the  patients  to  hospital. 
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The  hospital  is  administered  by  the  Shrewsbury  and  Atcham 
Joint  Hospital  Board  and  there  are  60  beds  at  the  hospital  itself 
with,  at  the  present  time,  an  additional  40  beds  available  at  two 
annexes.

These  figures  show  that  the  death  rate  has  increased  during  the 
last  three  years  in  the  combined  districts,  but  as  the  number  of 
deaths  is  comparatively  small  it  is  not  possible  to  draw  any  con¬ 
clusions  from  the  figures.

Note.  Owing  to  the  revision  of  the  International  list  of  causes 
of  death,  which  is  being  used  from  1940  onwards,  the  figures 
given  above  for  1940  and  1941  are  not  strictly  comparable 
with  those  for  the  preceeding  years. 

As  is  pointed  out  in  the  Report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1941,  war  conditions  favour  the  spread  of 
Tuberculosis  in  every  country  and  the  present  war  is  no  exception 
so  that  the  increase  in  mortality  is  not  unexpected. 

With  large  numbers  of  persons  being  evacuated  or  moving  from 
one  part  of  the  country  to  another  under  war  conditions  it  becomes 
increasingly  difficult  to  ensure  that  all  notified  cases  are  kept 
under  observation  in  their  new  environment.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  Rocal  Authorities  to  provide  treatment  for  newcomers 
into  reception  areas,  but  there  is  a  duty  for  all  tubercular  cases  to 
keep  in  contact  with  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  the  new  area 
they  have  come  to.  If  they  do  not  do  so  then  the  risk  of  the 
disease  being  spread  is  greatly  increased. 

In  the  whole  country  an  increase  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
among  young  women  aged  between  15  and  25  years  has  been 
noticed  and  a  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  investigate  this 
matter  and  the  increased  mortality  from  the  disease  generally. 

In  their  Report,  which  has  just  been  published,  the  Committee 
have  made  recommendations  regarding  the  future  policy  to  be 
adopted  if  we  are  to  make  progress  in  our  fight  against  Tuberculosis. 

One  of  the  greatest  handicaps  in  the  past  has  been  that  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  reach  patients  who  are  suffering  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis  at  an  early  enough  stage  in  their  illness  to  hold  out  much 
hope  for  their  recovery.  It  is  of  course  natural  that  people  will 
not  seek  medical  advice  until  they  have  some  symptoms  of  disease, 
and  by  the  time  these  appear  the  disease  may  already  be  far 
advanced. 
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In  this  connection  the  Committee  advocate  the  controlled  use 
of  mass  radiography  among  certain  sections  of  the  population,  as 
it  has  already  been  found  in  some  of  the  Services  that  numbers  of 
early  cases  can  be  discovered  in  this  way  which  otherwise  would 
have  gone  undetected.  It  may  not  be  possible  to  offer  periodic 
examination  by  radiography  to  the  population  as  a  whole,  but  by 
limiting  it  to  certain  age  groups  or  to  persons  entering  occupations 
which  are  known  to  be  prejudicial  to  health,  it  is  hoped  that  much 
may  be  done  in  the  way  of  earlier  ascertainment  of  cases. 

Other  recommendations  include  the  extension  of  milk  pasteuriz¬ 
ation,  an  increase  in  Institutional  accommodation  for  cases 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  improved  working  conditions  for 
young  employees,  increased  examination  of  'contacts’,  and  special 
financial  provisions  for  persons  suffering  from  this  disease,  which 
provision  should  be  greater  than  that  available  under  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Scheme. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  recommendations  of  this  Committee 
will  be  acted  on  as  soon  as  is  possible,  as  Tuberculosis  still  claims 
half  the  total  deaths  in  the  country  between  the  ages  of  15  and  24 
years,  an  age  group  particularly  important  in  national  economy, 
and  the  one  in  which  the  decline  in  mortality  has  been  slower  than 
in  any  other.
